Down at Williamsport bears 
are 


getting so nebby that, like the bear 
which infests the Gulich orchard at 
the edge of the borough, they are 
really coming right into town, as on 
Tuesday last Charles I. Keebler shot 
a two hundred pound bear on the lawn 
of A residence in Eaglesmere, a fash- 
ionable suburb of Billtown. 


The hunter is everywhere confront- 


ed with the notice that "it 'is illegal 
;o kill, in a wild state, in the County 
of Clearfield, a WILD TURKEY, or a 
QUAIL, or a GRAY, BLACK <ir FOX 
SQUIRREL before October 10, 1018." 
That it was not always so in west- 
ern Pennsylvania is certain. 
To re- 


fer to squirrels as "Enemies to indus- 
try," or call them "on pernicious ani- 
mals," might, in this county, be libel- 
ous today—'twas not so in January 
1, 1784. The 
petition, a 
copy of 


which appears below and similar pe- 
titions from Westmoreland and Fay-. 
et'te counties covers 
the 
territory 


which then adjoined that now included 
within the boundaries of our county— 
which then was the Indian's hunting 
ground.

Trainmen on the Bald Eagle valley 


of the Pennsylvania railroad company 
say that c%me is so plentiful in the 
Balu Eagle valley that it is a com- 
mon sight to see turkeys in the fields 
adjoining the railroad, rabbits scur- 
,-yinp along: the 
rig-ht of 
way and 


pheasants rising from the bush in 
flocks as the iron horse steams along. 
This no doubt 
accounts for 
Hinkle 


slaying that wild turkey over at Mar- 
tha Furnace the other day. 


amongst them 
Many, fields of Corn 


have been entirely destroyed-—none 
have escaped without much Destruc- 
tion 
This evil has been increasing, 


and your Citizens have great Reason 
to fear that these -Enemies to Indus 
try and their general sustenance will 
become so numerous in the ensuing 
season that it will be rendered diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for them to 
support their families. 


"Your 
citizens of 
Washington 


county, therefore, pray that an act 
may pass your Honorable House tend- 
ing to engage the public Attention to 
the Destruction of these on pernicious 
Animals" 


Pursuant to the prayer of this pe- 


tition, and 
similar petitions from 


Westmoreland and Fayette counties, 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, on 27 
March, 1784, passed an act authoriz- 
ing the commissioners of these coun- 
ties to levy • and collect a 
sum of 


money not exceeding 300 pounds (?!,- 
500) in any one year, from which to 
pay a bounty of two pence (5 cents) 
for each scalp "taken from the heads 
of squirrels killed therein" 


Neither were Wild Turkeys a stran- 


ger in 1819, right here in Clearfield. 
Dr. J. P .Hoyt, in an address delivered 
July 4, 1876, at the Driving Park, 
told us that he— 


"Came to Clearfield Town in 1819 


* * * * * and that 


"All kinds of game—such as deer, 


bears and Wild Turkeys—was very 
plenty. 
Deer and bear skins were 


taken to other settlements and traded 
for ammunition, etc." 


In fact deer have been killed with- 


in the present Borough limits—one 
or more within the memory of our 
older residents. 


The late Benjamin Bloom who came 


[with his father, the 
late William 


Bloom into this section in 1800—before 
the county was erected—had a thril- 
ling experience at the "Lick" on the 
River bank, below Witmer park, just 
west of the old High School building, 
before the town was laid out. 


He 
was 
hunting 
along 
the 


eastern bank of the river, and Daniel 
Ogden—the first white settler here—- 
was on the 
west bank. Benjamin 


shot a very large buck and, supposing 
he had killed it, went to cut its throat 
when the buck suddenly sprang to its 
feet and knocked him down on his 
back across a huge log, his head hang- 
ing towards the 
river.. 
The buck 


put his front feet on B-loom's chest 
and was about to tear him to pieces 
with his hind feet when Oprden called 
to Benjamin to keep his head low— 
the next instant a shot from Ogden's 
flint lock gun across the river, went 
straight to 
its mark, pierced the 


deer's heart and released Bloom from 
his perilous position.

Shoots Bear on Lawn 


Down at Williamsport bears 
are 


getting so nebby that, like the bear 
which infests the Gulich orchard at 
the edge of the borough, they are 
really coming right into town, as on 
Tuesday last Charles I. Keebler shot 
a two hundred pound bear on the lawn 
of A residence in Eaglesmere, a fash- 
ionable suburb of Billtown. 


The hunter is everywhere confront- 


ed with the notice that "it 'is illegal 
;o kill, in a wild state, in the County 
of Clearfield, a WILD TURKEY, or a 
QUAIL, or a GRAY, BLACK <ir FOX 
SQUIRREL before October 10, 1018." 
That it was not always so in west- 
ern Pennsylvania is certain. 
To re- 


fer to squirrels as "Enemies to indus- 
try," or call them "on pernicious ani- 
mals," might, in this county, be libel- 
ous today—'twas not so in January 
1, 1784. The 
petition, a 
copy of 


which appears below and similar pe- 
titions from Westmoreland and Fay-. 
et'te counties covers 
the 
territory 


which then adjoined that now included 
within the boundaries of our county— 
which then was the Indian's hunting 
ground.

"Washington County Jan. 1st, 1781 


"To the Representatives of the Free- 
men of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania in General Assembly met: 
"A Petition of the Citizens of Wash- 
ington County, complaining—

the fellow who didn't know it was 
loaded or the other fool who saw 
something moving in the brash and 
promptly secreted a load of No. 6 shot 
into the anatomy of his hunting com- 
panion.

hunting accident? in Clearfield county 
during the past ten years than in any

due primarily to the fact that the 
five or six thousand men and boys 
who engage in this greatest of all 
outdoor sports or recreations are ac- 
customed to handling fire arms and 
have sense enough to know, arid be 
sure they know, what they are shoot- 
ing at before they pull the trigger.

Trainmen on the Bald Eagle valley 


of the Pennsylvania railroad company 
say that c%me is so plentiful in the 
Balu Eagle valley that it is a com- 
mon sight to see turkeys in the fields 
adjoining the railroad, rabbits scur-

rig-ht of 
way and 


pheasants rising from the bush in 
flocks as the iron horse steams along. 
This no doubt 
accounts for 
Hinkle 


slaying that wild turkey over at Mar- 
tha Furnace the other day. 


amongst them 
Many, fields of Corn 


have been entirely destroyed-—none 
have escaped without much Destruc- 
tion 
This evil has been increasing, 


and your Citizens have great Reason 
to fear that these -Enemies to Indus 
try and their general sustenance will 
become so numerous in the ensuing 
season that it will be rendered diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for them to 
support their families. 


"Your 
citizens of 
Washington 


county, therefore, pray that an act 
may pass your Honorable House tend- 
ing to engage the public Attention to 
the Destruction of these on pernicious 
Animals" 


Pursuant to the prayer of this pe- 


tition, and 
similar petitions from 


Westmoreland and Fayette counties, 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, on 27 
March, 1784, passed an act authoriz- 
ing the commissioners of these coun- 
ties to levy • and collect a 
sum of 


money not exceeding 300 pounds (?!,- 
500) in any one year, from which to 
pay a bounty of two pence (5 cents) 
for each scalp "taken from the heads 
of squirrels killed therein" 


Neither were Wild Turkeys a stran- 


ger in 1819, right here in Clearfield. 
Dr. J. P .Hoyt, in an address delivered 
July 4, 1876, at the Driving Park, 
told us that he— 


"Came to Clearfield Town in 1819 


* * * * * and that 


"All kinds of game—such as deer, 


bears and Wild Turkeys—was very 
plenty. 
Deer and bear skins were 


taken to other settlements and traded 
for ammunition, etc." 


In fact deer have been killed with- 


in the present Borough limits—one 
or more within the memory of our 
older residents. 


The late Benjamin Bloom who came 


[with his father, the 
late William 


Bloom into this section in 1800—before 
the county was erected—had a thril- 
ling experience at the "Lick" on the 
River bank, below Witmer park, just 
west of the old High School building, 
before the town was laid out. 


He 
was 
hunting 
along 
the 


eastern bank of the river, and Daniel 
Ogden—the first white settler here—- 
was on the 
west bank. Benjamin 


shot a very large buck and, supposing 
he had killed it, went to cut its throat 
when the buck suddenly sprang to its 
feet and knocked him down on his 
back across a huge log, his head hang- 
ing towards the 
river.. 
The buck 


put his front feet on B-loom's chest 
and was about to tear him to pieces 
with his hind feet when Oprden called 
to Benjamin to keep his head low— 
the next instant a shot from Ogden's 
flint lock gun across the river, went 
straight to 
its mark, pierced the 


deer's heart and released Bloom from 
his perilous position.
